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The Press And The American Revolution 
t Woman Printer l l akes Her

When critics demanded 
that she make known the 
name of the author of an 
article in her newspaper, the 
Maryland Journal, Mary 
Katherine Goddard defiantly 
refused. Throughout her 
career as a printer in several 
states, 
this 
determined 
woman was an active par­ 
tisan working for liberty of 
the press. 
The incident in question in 
February, 1777, had grown 
out of a mistaken impression 
made in an article written by 
the well-known Patriot from 
Maryland, Samuel Chase, 
only recently a signer of the 
Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence Written with tongue 
in cheek, the article had 
spoken of the possibility that 
many 
Americans 
were 
ready to listen to British 
peace proposals. 
Surprise Reaction 
Neither Chase nor the 
publisher had expected the 
article to be taken seriously, 
and the piece by “Tom-Tell 
Truth," written with obvious 
irony, urged Americans to 
accept the offers; another 
piece by “ Caveto” told 
Patriots to “Neglect not one 
moment to collect your 
Forces, to drive the Enemies 
of Peace, Liberty and Virtue 
from your Country " 
The local Whig club in 
Baltimore was not amused 
by the whole affair and after 
a meeting at David Rusk’s 
Tavern called on Mary 
Goddard and her brother, 
William, to learn the identity 
of “Tom-Tell Truth.” 
Although William Goddard 
was given 24 hours to leave 
town, 
Mary

had some printer’s ink in 
their veins. Born in a 
prominent New London, 
Conn. 
family, 
William 
Goddard served as an ap­ 
prentice to James Parker of 
the Connecticut Gazette 
(New Haven). When Parker 
went to

Gazette with John Holt, 
young Goddard went along 
to work for both of these 
prominent printers. 
Business Started 
William Goddard, who was 
always restless, soon per­ 
suaded his widowed mother. 
Sarah, to help him 
to 
establish printing offices of 
his own, first at Providence. 
R.I. and then at New York 
By 1768 they had moved on to 
Philadelphia 
Mary Katherine Goddard 
went along to work at the 
f a m i l y 
p u b l i s h i n g 
businesses. She became 
expert in typography and 
also learned a good deal 
about the business side of 
printing. In politics the 
Goddards were vigorous 
Patriots, they took a strong 
stand, for example, against 
the Stamp Act. 
At Philadelphia 
Mary 
worked with her brother in 
getting out the Pennsylvania 
Chronicle and carrying on a 
general publishing business 
Despite William Goddard’s 
personal 
disputes 
and 
quarrelsom e nature, this 
print shop became one of the 
largest in the country by 
1774. It was successful 
largely due to the fact that it 
was being managed by Mary 
Katherine Goddard. 
Goddard leaves

She overcame all 
obstacles to continue the 
Journal, even when paper 
was rn short supply, sub­ 
scriptions were hard to 
collect, her brother was 
jailed for indebtedness, and

As an experienced jour­ 
nalist she understood the 
power of the press in shaping 
public opinion and knew the 
importance of printing the 
American version of con­ 
troversial events 
On the 
very day that news of 
Lexington 
and 
Concord 
reached 
Baltimore, 
for 
example, Mary Goddard 
carried a supplement to the 
Maryland Journal It noted 
that the truth of the Patriot 
account of the battle that she 
printed was attested to by 
the New Haven Committee 
of Correspondence. 
Significant Printing 
One of the interesting facts 
about the Journal was that 
this Baltimore paper was the 
first in the country to print in 
January. 
1777. 
the 
Declaration of Independence 
with a list of the names of all 
the signers. 
The shortage of paper was 
a vexing problem for all 
printers. In April, 1777, Mary 
announced that the paper on 
which the Journal 
printed came from 
lately erected at Elk- 


Landing." This was another 
oi 
William 
Goddard’s 
ventures, but some said that 
Mary was behind it. In any 
event, it was one reason wh> 
she had paper wh«h some 
other printers did not. 
At one time she apologized 
for the quality of the paper: 
‘The stoppage of the paper- 
mill, near this Town, for the 
want of a Supply of Rags, 
and the enormous prices 
demanded at the Stores here 
for Paper, constrains us to 
print the Maryland Journal 
on this dark and poor sort." 
Barter Subscriptions 
The curse of inflation, with 
ever-rising prices, forced 
her to increase subscription 
prices. Affairs were so bad 
that she offered to take 
payment for the newspaper 
rn’ all sorts of "country 
goods." meat. lard. butter, 
linsey-wolsey, tallow, bees­ 
wax. flour, grain. hops, 
vegetables, wood, charcoal, 
tanned hides, and rags, 
among other things. This 
resourceful woman would 
keep 
her 
paper 
going 
whatever the difficulty' 
In addition to working in 
the composing room and 
publishing the Maryland 
Journal 'which she boasted 
in 1779 had as large a cir­ 
culation as any paper in the 
United 
States). 
Mary 
Katherine 
Goddard 
ex­ 
panded her business in­ 
terests. In order to increase 
her income, she announced 
in 1778 that she had hired a 
bookbinder and had added 
"a complete and elegant 
Bookbinding Room." 
Advertisements to pur­ 
chase tanned sheepskins 
Irequently appeared in the 
paper thereafter She also 
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offered long lists of books, 
some of which she had 
published, for sale. 
Postmistress Also 
lf ail this were not enough 
to keep a person busy. Mary 
Goddard also served as 
postm aster of Baltimore 
under the Constitutional 
Post Office from 1775 to 1789 
Her Market Street office 
must indeed have been a 
very busy location. 
When she was relieved of 
this position on the grounds 
that the Postmaster Genera! 
wanted to appoint someone 
who could more easily travel 
and supervise the whole 
.Southern Department of the 
system, she protested in vain 
to President Washington 
• For some unknow n reason, 
after a bitter quarrel with 
her brother. Mary turned 
over the Maryland Journal 
and the press to William 
Goddard in 1784 All along. 
he had evidently had some 
financial interest in the 
newspaper, and he now 
assumed full control of the 
fairly prosperous printing 
business 
Work Not Uncommon 
It was not uncommon for 
women in the Revolutionary 
War period to engage in 
business affairs and some of 
the professions. Without 
question, 
the 
greatest 
responsibility for women in 
those days was managing 
the household and raising 
children 
But 
it 
was 
necessary at times for 
women 
to 
provide 
tor 
themselves and others. 
For widows left with the 
care of familities, it seemed 
like the most natural, sen­ 
sible thing to do, to carry on 
their husbands’ businesses. 


In printing, for example, 
there was a number of 
widows 
who

newspapers or managed 
printing shops. 
Mary Katherine Goddard
